o fficials are predicting th a t in­ 
creased emplo y ment fro m the 
wo rks pro gram will bring an end 
to all federal o u tlay s fo r direct 
relief du ring No v ember. 
Early this y ear, as the wo rks 
pro gram mo v ed at a snail’s pace 
thro u gh co ngress and then en­ 
co u ntered initial adm inistrativ e 
delay s, the nu m ber o f perso ns o n 
relief sto o d far abo v e the lev els 
which had ben reached a t the 
same perio d in 19 34. It was du r­ 
ing this time th a t relief ex pen­ 
ditu res ju mped u pward sharply . 
The tapering-o ff pro cess which 
H arry L. Ho pkins has said he 
ho pes will bring liqu idatio n o f the 
federal emergency relief adm in­ 
istratio n so metime nex t m o nth 
— later th an o riginally sched­ 
u led — was reflected in the re­ 
lief grants fo r September and 
Octo ber this y ear. 
They were 
$9 6,039 ,145 and

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ONE-SIDED ELECTION 
W ith th e votes counted in th e AAA referendum , 
th e adm inistration a t W ash ington will p robably 
acclaim a big victory and p oint w ith p ride to 
th e record. 
However, let us analyze th e situation of such 
a vote. W h enever’ ballots are lop -sided in an 
election th ere m ust be a cause. In. th is case th e 
voting was done by farm ers — th e ones wh o bene­ 
fit directly — financially and oth erwise. 
W h y not include th e consum er in th e voting? 
Th e h ead of a fam ily wh o buys p ork, bread, 
foodstuffs and m eats of all kinds, cloth ing and 
oth er articles th a t are included in th e various 
form s of benefits to th e p roducers — h e too 
sh ould be included in th e balloting. 
Th e consum er — th e fellow wh o p ays th e bill 
— h as not h ad a ch ance to cast h is vote. W h en 
h e buys th e necessities of life for h im self and 
h is fam ily, h e finds th e p rices m uch h igh er, and 
for no reason of h is own. Had h e been q ues­ 
tioned, and p erm itted to vote, h e would m uch 
ra th e r p refer m oderate p rices, and fewer p en­ 
alties for h is ex istence. 
Th e cost of food is th e largest single item in 
th e average fam ily budget. And, th e lower th e 
total fam ily incom e, th e h igh er becomes th e 
p rop ortion needed for food. 
Any sound m eans of reducing retail food p rices, 
th us liberating m oney for oth er p urp oses, is ob­ 
viously in th e interest of th e entire country. 
I t is in th e interest of th e consum er wh o, if 
h is food costs h im less, will h ave m ore to sp end 
for cloth es, am usem ents, a th ousand lux uries 
and necessities. 
It is in th e interest of th e p roducer, wh o h as 
a great deal to gain from cutting th e sp read be­ 
tw een th e wh olesale and retail p rice of farm 
p roducts. If foods are ch eap er, th e consum ing 
m arket is autom atically increased. More q uality 
foods are bough t. Home truck gardeners p ro­ 
duce less, and turn to com m ercial sources of 
sup p ly. 
It is in th e interest of every industry, w h ich will 
receive its sh are of th e m oney liberated. Th e 


m an wh o cuts h is food budget, for ex am p le, m ay 
use a m onth ’s savings to p urch ase a p air of sh oes. 
W orkers are em p loyed — transp ort system s re ­ 
ceive m ore business — tax p aym ents rise — divi­ 
dends are earned by stockh olders — advertising 
budgets are increased. And so it goes, all along 
th e industrial line. 


M uch p rogress h as already been m ade in re ­ 
ducing th e sp read between wh olesale and retail 
food p rices by doing away w ith needless overh ead 
and m iddlem an costs. M uch rem ains to be done, 
and p rogressive food retailers are w orking on 
th e p roblem. Today, w ith food p rices tending to 
rise m uch faster th a n th e average income, th a t 
work becomes constantly m ore vital to th e p ub­ 
lic welfare. 
Any p rogram devised by th e governm ent to 
stim ulate business for one faction, a t th e ex p ense 
of oth ers, is bound to m eet w ith op p osition from 
th ose wh o m ust p ay th e bill. 
W h ile th e p oor old consum er h as not been en­ 
titled to a vote in th e referendum , h is tim e is 
com ing soon. W h at a day h e will h ave w h en h e 
goes to th e p olls nex t year!
